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Northway Sidewalk Solution Stays 
A Mystery to Be Studied Further 


Council Deals with Shelters 
At Lake, Parking Violators

During its regular meeting on February 26, city coun¬ 
cil reached an interim compromise on picnic shelters at the 
lake, adopted an increased fine for violators of handicapped- 
only parking spaces, made materials from council's 
recent retreat available for public inspection, and heard 
an update on the Parcel 1 condemnation trial. 

The Lakeside Citizens Asso- Craze had noted that violators 


ciation had written to council 
expressing concern that develop¬ 
ment of the Buddy Attick Lake 
Park was proceeding without a 
master plan. Their particular 
concern was the recent recon¬ 
struction of a number of picnic 
shelters and construction of 
three new ones. One of the new 
shelters is north pf the path. 

The new shelters are closer 
to the path than the other shel¬ 
ters. which will mean that pic¬ 
nickers may overflow the space 
and infringe on users of the nn f ’ 
or that path-users will infringe 
on the privacy of the picnickers. 
Of paramount concern, however, 
was how much will be built in 
the park before a master plan is 
developed. The Lakeside Citizens 
called for a moratorium on build¬ 
ing, as well as removal of the 
new shelters, until the plan is 
completed. 

AH council members reiterated 
the need for a master plan for 
the park; “shame on us” t*»*t 
the plan has not been completed, 
said Mayor Gil Weidenfeld. How¬ 
ever, opinions were divided on 
whether the shelters should be 
left, since they have been built; 
be removed now, as the Lake¬ 
side Citizens requested; or be 
used for benches rather than pic¬ 
nic tables, which would alleviate 
the path-infringement problem. 
While the structures (concrete 
pad with wooden uprights and 
roof) had been completed, the 
shelters were not furnished. 

In a compromise measure, 
council decided that the new shel¬ 
ters between the path and the 
lake will be furnished with pie- 
nic tables while the shelter above 
the pa*h will be furnished with 
a bencn-giving joggers, strollers 
and others a place to sit and 
rest. 

(At 2 p.m. on Saturday, March 
10, all of the tables and the 
bench were occupied by picnick¬ 
ers, resting joggers,_ fishermen 
or lovers.) 

Parking Violation Fee 

Council voted on second read¬ 
ing to increase the penalty for 
parking in a designated handi¬ 
capped-only space from $25 to 
$50. A Parkway resident auth¬ 
orized to use a handicapped space 
had petitioned that the fee be 
raised to $100 to discourage vio¬ 
lations. Chief of Police James 


were more likely to protest the 
higher fine, causing a significant 
drain on police resources. The 
$50 fine was proposed as a com¬ 
promise, with the hope that it 
will act as a deterrent but not 
be so severe that parkers would 
protest. 

Council passed the measure by 
a 3-1 vote with council member 
Antoinette Bram opposed and 
councilmember Joseph Isaacs ab¬ 
sent. Bram felt that the ordi¬ 
nance did not truly address the 
parking problem. The increased 
fine will only make parking vio¬ 
lators angry, she said, when what 
is needed is heightened sensiti¬ 
vity. 

Planning Meeting Materials 

In response to a citizen re¬ 
quest, Mayor Pro tem Thomas 
White moved that copies of the 
materials from the council's re¬ 
cent retreat planning session held 
in Westminster be made available 
without the customary copying 
charge of 15 cents per page. He 
noted that the meeting was not 
cablecast nor readily accessible 
to citizens who might have wish¬ 
ed to attend. The number of 
pages (over 250) would make the 
copying fee burdensome, he said. 

After intense discussion of 
whether there was indeed a need 
for the materials to be available 
and whether this would represent 
a change in policy requiring a 
change in the standing rules, 
council directed staff to make 
available a limited number of 
copies of the Westminster ma¬ 
terials that citizens read in the 
office or take home for a limited 
time. 

Parcel 1 Trial 

Early in the meeting, city at¬ 
torney Robert Manzi reported 
that the condemnation trial for 
Parcel 1 has been rescheduled 
from February 22 to May 14, 
because the owners told the court 
that they “were not prepared to 
go to trial.” In granting the de¬ 
lay, however, Judge Johnson 
ruled that the date of taking 
will be February 22 and the 
valuation of the property will be 
based on its state on that date. 
The owners also gave up their 
argument against the taking of 
the property so the trial will be 
based solely on valuation of the 
property. Manzi anticipates a 
four-day jury trial.

“The overriding issue is 
safety,” declared Mary Ellen 
Field, beginning a discussion 
of the possibility of building 
a sidewalk along Northway. 
A large contingent of citi¬ 
zens, both in favor of and 
opposed to the sidewalks, 
spoke out at city council's 
regular meeting on Febru¬ 
ary 26. Field and her hus¬ 
band had presented a peti¬ 
tion for the sidewalk at the 
council's Feb. 12 meeting, re¬ 
questing that the subject be 
discussed at a future meet¬ 
ing. 

At the city's request, the 
Woodland Hills Community De¬ 
velopment Association had sur¬ 
veyed residents of Northway and 
Woodland Way about the pro¬ 
posed sidewalk, asking whether 
they were opposed, favored con¬ 
struction of a sidewalk if financed 
by the city, or favored it regard-, 
less of who financed it. Of those 
responding, 15 opposed a side¬ 
walk while 12 favored it. The 
Fields’ petition, reaching beyond 
the Northway-Woodland Way 
residents, was signed by over 220 
people^ favoring a sidewalk on 
Northway. 

At the council meeting, side¬ 
walk proponents stated that poor 
visibility on the narrow, steep 
and curving Northway, coupled 
with the often excessive speed 
of drivers, poses a safety threat 
for pedestrians. Many people 
spoke of walking along Northway 
as a route to St. Hugh’s and 
Center Elementary Schools, the 
ballfields, Braden Field and the 
Roosevelt Center. Children in 
strollers, children on bicycles, 
children skipping along oblivious 
to potential danger are at the 
greatest risk along this road, 
sidewalk proponents said. 

“Don't wait for a child to get 
hit,” urged Sandy Schwartz. She 
cited heavy traffic, including 
buses, garbage trucks and chip 
trucks as increasing the danger 
of the road. 

Inner Walkways Instead? 

No accidents involving children 
or pedestrians had occurred with¬ 
in their memories, said numerous 
individuals with years of resi¬ 
dence ranging from 20 to 39. A 
number questioned whether a 
sidewalk solves a problem main¬ 
ly created by speeding cars. David 
Grego said that he had never 
seen a radar trap in the area. 
Even those who live in the a?ea 
don’t drive at reasonable speeds 
there, he claimed. Said Bob 
Greig, “You don’t solve a speed¬ 
ing problem by building side¬ 
walks.” 

Those opposed to a sidewalk 
on Northway also spoke of the 
greater safety offered on the 
inner walkway system, away from 
the street and speeding cars. 
Many long-time residents noted 
that when the Woodland Hills 
subdivision was built, a decision 
was made after long discussion 


not to build sidewalks but to 
continue the Greenbelt tradition 
and link up with the inner walk¬ 
way system. Rights-of-way were 
dedicated for walkways but they 
are in various states of disrepair. 
One is paved but not discernible, 
another is wide open but only 
leads to the woods, others are 
overgrown and obscured. 

Extensive discussions concerned 
access to and the extent of the 
inner walkway system. Speakers 
urged improved signage and 
clearing of accesses to the exist¬ 
ing walkways. In addition, citi¬ 
zens and council discussed ex¬ 
tending the walkway system 
throughout Woodland Hills. 

Inner Walkways Safer? 

But are the inner walkways a 
safe alternative? Again, strong 
opinions differed. Ms. Field and 
others spoke of the other dan¬ 
gers to children in this day and 
age and the need for them to 
remain in public view, not hid¬ 
den on a path through the 
woods. Julie Greer, soccer com¬ 
missioner, stated her view that 
the inner walkways are danger¬ 
ous for kids on bicycles and on 
foot after dark, or at dusk when 
soccer practice ends. 

Mr. Field expressed his fear 
that the “inner walkway question 
will be a trick” to get out of 
building a sidewalk. The inner 
walkways will not solve the safe¬ 
ty problem, he said, because the 
kids won’t use them and will con¬ 
tinue to walk on the street. Coun¬ 
cil member Antoinette Bram, 
while saying that children should 
not be walking anywhere in the 

NO DRAFTHOUSE HERE 

There will be no Greenbelt 
Cinema ’ n ’ Drafthouse, wrote 
Drafthouse president Pe>ter J. 
Carney in a letter to Roosevelt 
Center owner George Christacos, 
a copy of which was sent to 
Greenbelt City Manager James 
K. Giese. The letter is dated 
February 24. 

‘“I have decided to discontinue 
any further efforts to establish 
an enterprise in the Roosevelt 
Center in Greenbelt,” Carney 
wrote, “in order to concentrate 
my time and resources toward 
more plausible ventures.” (Hi 
proposal to renovate the theater 
to house a Cinema’n’Drafthouse 
was turned down by the city 
council in April 1988.) 

Carney’s letter shows his dis¬ 
appointment in the community’s 
rejection of his Drafthouse which 
would have brought the on- 
prem' , ~ * sale of beer and wim 
into the Center for the first time, 
“a very . . . controversial and 
sensitive subject. I no longer 
feel it is in my best interest . . . 
to carry forward the debate.” 

Though some citizens and the 
council have suggested taking 
a second look aCXamey’s Draft- 
house, Carney is not interested. 
“It is clear that an element of 
individual residents will con¬ 
tinue to oppose my application,” 
he wrote, ‘“regardless of the 
city’s eventual position*” 


city by themselves after dark, 
expressed the view that the inner 
walkways are “not a trick” but 
a safer alternative than side¬ 
walks in keeping children from 
walk'~~ in the street. 

What’s Feasible? 

City Manager James Giese 
cited the staff position that 
the inner walkways won’t replace 
sidewalks and won”t eliminate 
people walking in the street. Ex¬ 
tending the walkway system 
would require that Woodland 
Hills deed to the city the existing 
rights-of-way and a right-of-way 
through Parcel A. a 2-acre wood¬ 
ed section in the middle of the 
block between Woodland Way and 
Northway. Parcel A has been 
designated open space, to remain 
undeveloped in perpetuity. An 
8-foot walkway may not consti¬ 
tute the parcel’s “natural state.” 
In addition, total linkage would 
require that GHI dedicate to the 
city its ownership of one of the 
existing walkways. Are Wood¬ 
land Hills and GHI willing to 
give up their property, Giese 
asked. 

Giese also spoke of the adults 

who are inconvenienced or en¬ 
dangered by the lack of a side¬ 
walk: meter readers, postal car¬ 
riers and refuse collectors who 
are forced to walk in the street. 
However, a sidewejk would not 
eliminate speeders, bad drivers

Gypsy Moth Information 
Meeting Will Be March 21 

With the coming of spring, t l 
state and city gypsy moth pro¬ 
grams are moving into high gear. 

The Maryland Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) has announ¬ 
ced areas to be sprayed for gypsy 
moth caterpillars. The areas to 
be sprayed in Greenbelt were 
listed in the March 1 issue of 
the News Review. MDA has also 
sent notices to all homeowners 
in the state’s spray area. An 
informational meeting for resi¬ 
dents of this area will be held 
on Wednesday, March 21, at the 
Riverdale Presbyterian Church, 
6513 Queens Chapel Road in Hy- 
attsville, from 7:30-9 p.m. 

Sticky barrier bands are being 
sold at the city Finance Office 
in the Municipal Building. Bands 
are useful in preventing cater¬ 
pillars on the ground from 
climbing up into trees, and for 
preventing a caterpillar in one 
tree from leaving that tree and 
moving to another. Residents are 
urged to use these bands to pro¬ 
tect their susceptible trees. 

Residents are also reminded 
that trees can be protected by 
scraping gypsy moth egg masses 
off of trees and other objects 
outdoors. The egg masses are 
light brown, felt-like in texture 
and up to two inches long. Since 
egg masses contain as many as 
1,000 caterpillars, scraping them 
can be beneficial.

Trading Problems? 

To the Editor: 

The article “Gypsy Moth Spray 
Program Proposed” in the March 
1 News Review' has caused con¬ 
cern among a number of resi¬ 
dents. According to the informa¬ 
tion provided by the state, peo¬ 
ple who are chemically-sensitive 
or have a medical condition they 
think could make them sensitive 
may wish to stay indoors during 
the spraying, avoid contact with 
the insecticide until it dries and 
wash garden vegetables after¬ 
ward. Further, Dimilin is very 
resistant to being washed off 
by rain, and so does not run off 
land surfaces into streams and 
lakes. 

One wonders, then, about the 
value of washing garden vege¬ 
tables. Is the gypsy moth hazard 
so great in Greenbelt that it 
warrants the use of an insecti¬ 
cide in a residential area? Are 
we once again trading one en¬ 
vironmental problem for anoth¬ 
er? The evidence against the use 
of pesticides, along with tb f 
questionable arguments given in 
the state’s information, ought to 
be cause for some alarm among 
the residents of Greenbelt.

Schrom Hills Update

The status of the pond 
planned for the northern section 
of Schrom Hills Park is still un¬ 
known. The city’s Planning and 
Development Coordinator Celia 
Wilson recently met with repre¬ 
sentatives of the Prince Georges 
County Watershed Protection Bu¬ 
reau to discuss the status of the 
pond. The U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers will have the final 
say on whether the pond will be 
built or whether the area will 
remain wetlands and upland 
woodland. 

The county does no* believe 
the Corps will approve the pond 
project, Wilson reported, because 
more than five acres of wetland 
would be lost. (The Corps is con¬ 
cerned with any area of wetland 
loss more than one acre' in size.) 

The county will study the need 
for flood control and enhance¬ 
ment of water quality in the 
watershed that contains Schrom 
Hills Park and then redesign 
the pond to meet these needs. 
This study should take two to 
three months. The city staff will 
then meet again with the county 
staff to review the plans. 

The currently planned pond 
would cover areas now wetlands 
and upland woods and would 
have natural contours and plant¬ 
ings along the shoreline. Wilson 
said a pond covering upland areas 
only and retaining the existing 
wetlands is a possibility. This 
would minimize wetland loss, but 
still provide a recreational fa¬ 
cility in the new park. The city 
would try to retain the natural 
contours and plantings in the 
shoreline in such a plan, she said. 

On other fronts, Wilson report¬ 
ed the process of developing 
Schrom Hills Park is on sched¬ 
ule. This could mean completion 
of the construction phase this 
year. 

Schrom Hills Park will be 
sprayed with Bt this spring to 
combat the gypsy moth problem. 
The park has “one of the high¬ 
est counts of gypsy moth egg 
masses in the city,” said city 
administrative assistant Eric 
Berlin.

Fire Department Requests 
One Cent of City Tax Rate

The Greenbelt City Council met with representatives 
of the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Department and Rescue 
Squad on February 27. The meeting was held to discuss 
the fire department’s request that the proceeds of one cent 
of the city’s property tax rate be dedicated to the depart¬ 
ment. Fire Chief Michael Dutton said that the depart¬ 
ment’s fund-raising activities have not been able to keep 


up with increasing costs of fi 

The department is currently 
paying for an engine purchased 
last year and the rehabilitation 
of an older machine. In the next 
three years, it is scheduled to 
replace an ambulance, car and 
utility vehicle. In addition to the 
equipment needs, Dutton said 
that the firehouse needs to be 
renovated. Without assistance, 
the department’s debt costs will 
rise from $51,000 this year to 
$145,000 in 1991 and $204,000 
by 1993. 

Council members Antoinette M. 
Bram and Edward Putens spoke 
in favor of the fire department’s 
request. Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
and Mayor pro tern Thomas X. 
White did not state a position. 
All four were interested in en¬ 
suring the county remain the first 
source of funding, with the city 
providing supplemental * funds 
when necessary. Weidenfeld and 
Bram cautioned that even if the 
council agrees to the request, the 
department should not expect in¬ 
creasing funds in succeeding 
years. Council member Joseph 
Isaacs was not present. 

Bram suggested that the re¬ 
quest be inserted in this year’s 
budget as a two-year trial per¬ 
iod. City Manager James K. 
Giese notified council that the 
budget will be extremely tight 
this year. He said that prelimi¬ 
nary budget figures indicate that 
the property tax rate must be 
increased by 12 cents this year 
in qrder to balance the budget. 
This increase is required to fund 
the new police pension program 
and the increased debt service on 
the bond issue projects. 

Comparison With Laurel 

Fire Commissioner Joe Robin¬ 
son, who is also on the Laurel 
council, said that Laurel pro¬ 
vides $125,000 each year to its 
fire department and an equal 
amount to the rescue squad. 
Laurel has authorized up to five 
cents on the tax rate for each. 
Part of this money is recouped 


e equipment. 

by residents by a reduction in 
county taxes under the munici¬ 
pal ^tax differential program. 
Robinson and Dutton said that 
Greenbelt should be able to ob¬ 
tain a similar i eduction in addi¬ 
tion to that already received for 
its police and other services. 

Giese doubted that Greenbelt 
would qualify for a reduction. 
He said a city must provide, not 
merely subsidize, a service that 
would otherwise be provided by 
the county in order to qualify 
for a tax reduction. Dutton said 
that the Greenbelt fire depart¬ 
ment gets approximately $65,000 
per year from the county fire 
commission, while Robinson ac¬ 
knowledged that Laurel takes no 
commission funds, although it 
does have some paid county fire¬ 
fighters. 

Robinson also argued that the 
county has so many firehouses 
needing renovation, that it is un¬ 
likely it could renovate Green- 
belt’s firehouse any time soon. 

List of Needs 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld suggest¬ 
ed that the fire department make 
a list of the improvements needed 
at the firehouse. Once that is 
done, he suggested that city and 
fire department officials meet 
with the appropriate county of¬ 
ficials to seek county funding. 
Giese noted that the county is 
responsible for maintaining the 
firehouse. 

If the city were to agree to 
the department’s request, some 
changes would be needed in fire 
department procedures. Dutton 
said that the department would 
have no objection to keeping any 
equipment purchased with city 
funds in the city’s name. In ad¬ 
dition, he said the department 
would agree to purchase equip¬ 
ment through competitive bids, 
although the members prefer 
finding a specific manufacturer 
who builds the kind of equipment 
they like.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 


Hello Again ! ! 

A common complaint we hear is that a lot of people think 
their vehicle needs a front end alignment because it shakes or 
vibrates at highway speeds. In most cases the wheels are just out 
of balance or have not been rotated in the proper time frame. 
Here are a couple of facts that might help you diagnose your front 
snd and wheel condition. 

1) A vibration at highway speeds, only when the brakes are ap¬ 
plied. This is from warped brake rotors or brake drums, not 
from a wheel balance or a front end problem. 

2) A shake or shimmy that steadily increases in intensity in ac¬ 
cordance to road speed, provided all components are in working 
working order. This is most likely a wheel balance condition. 

3) Carefully let go of the steering wheel in a safe and flat road 
and not under an acceleration and determine if any steering 
drift occurs from one side or the other. This is what is referred 
to as a pulling condition and this is a front end alignment prob¬ 
lem. 

4) In addition, any abnormal tire wear is generally related to 
a front end alignment condition, feather edging of tire tread or, 
if one side of tread is worn more than the other, it is a sign of 
alignment needed. 

5) Also as the weather changes we have a temperature change as 
well in the tire’s air pressure. It expands and contracts. This 
will affect tire air pressure, and this will cause tire wear. 

6) Check air pressure when tires are cold or in cool state. 

6a) Keep constant preventive maintenance scheduling on tire ro¬ 
tation. 

6b) At every maintenance inspection visually inspect front end 
for a condition. 

6c) Re-balance all four of your tires on a yearly basis or at 
least consistent with mileage.

or bad driving conditions. 

Difficult Geometry 

The major problems Giese saw 
with building a sidewalk are 
topographic. The street was not 
designed to be built with a side¬ 
walk. The narrowness and steep¬ 
ness of the street would present 
problems. On the side of the 
street with the deepest yards, 
which could most equitably be 
used for a sidewalk, there is also 
the steepest grade. 

Parking is permitted on the 
other, somewhat flatter side. A 
sidewalk would either create a 
loss of the on-street parking or 
involve more property - taking 
from these smaller yards. No 
matter which side of the street a 
sidewalk were to be built on, 
parts of the driveways would be 
lost to the sidewalk. Fewer cars 
could be parked in driveways and 
there would be increased demand 
for on-street parking. 

The geometry of the slopes 
would require significant grading 
problems, said Giese. Sidewalks 
can't be built on a slope, so 
ledges or terraces would have to 
be cut into the slope of the yards. 
But driveways can't have ledges. 
To get an acceptable slope for 
some driveways could require 
severe grading deep into the 
yard. 

Council Views 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, noting 
that the issue comes up every 
eight or 10 years, noted three 
problems with resolving the ques¬ 
tion. The community is divided, 
with strongly-felt arguments on 
both sides; the topography makes 
developing sidewalks difficult; 
and any action will be costly. 
Council member Edward Putens, 
stating his position as “pro side¬ 
walk,” urged the community to 
develop a consensus on a feasi¬ 
ble solution. He also noted that 
in his experience, kids will still 
walk, ride bikes, and skateboard 
in the streets rather than on the 
sidewalk. 

Weidenfeld and Mayor Pro Tern 
Thomas X. White requested that 
staff look into the difficulties 
and costs involved, in broad terms, 
in both building a sidewalk and 
improving the inner walkway 
system. 

They also expressed the need 
to address the speeding problem 
with city staff and police. White 
suggested giving a fresh look to 
the question of speed bumps, ser¬ 
rated pavement, or pavement 
markings to slow down through 
traffic. Staff were directed to 
prepare an analysis of the prob¬ 
lem without undertaking engi¬ 
neering studies.

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Learning Problems Solved 
In Learning School Program

Springhill Lake Elementary School has a unique com¬ 
ponent in the form of a “Diagnostic Wing.” The Wing, 
which opened in 1978, helps prepare children with learning 
problems to go back into their regular schools. 


ADOPT-A-TREE1990 

Now is the time Greenbelters 
ca* play a part in maintaining 
Greehbelt’s unique character by 
purchasing a tree to be planted 
in the city’s Adopt-A-Tree Pro¬ 
gram. 

This year three areas have been 
identified where trees are needed. 
The greatest need is on the ten- 
acre portion of land which was 
deeded to the city in conjunction 
with the Belle Point develop¬ 
ment on Parcel 15. Large num¬ 
bers of trees will be planted in 
groves, interspersed with patches 
of open meadow and wildflowers. 
Tree varieties needed in this area 
are: red maple, tupelo, sweet 
gum, ash, sugar maple and tulip 
tree. 

There are still a few locations 
along the lake trail where flow¬ 
ering trees such as redbud, dog¬ 
wood or shadblow could be 
planted. Many trees of these three 
varieties have been planted over 
the past few years and soon their 
blossoms will add to the beauty 
of the lake trail. 

A large number of Bradford 
pear trees are needed in the 
Springhill Lake area of the city 
to screen the view of the Belt- 
way ramp. 

Trees may also be purchased 
to be planted in the curb strip 
in front of homes or some other 
special spot on city property. 
Contact the city’s horticulturist 
at 474-8004 before sending in a 
donation to be certain the loca¬ 
tion is acceptable and the choice 
of tree variety is suitable for 
the location. 

Placing requests promptly will 
enhance the chances of the tree’s 
growth and survival. Trees plant¬ 
ed in early spring have a better 
chance to get their roots estab¬ 
lished before the summer heat 
hits. 


Children ages 8 to 13 are re¬ 
ferred by their local school for 
the program. Every child goes 
through the Education Assess¬ 
ment and School Service Team 
Review before being admitted 
into the Wing. Potential Wing 
children must exhibit develop¬ 
mental delays in two or more 
of these areas: gross and fine 
motor skills; visual perception; 
auditory perception; speech and 
language; and social/emotional 
development. 

The Wing, which has a full 
curriculum of subjects for its 
students, has a very different 
classroom environment. The 
classes are generally smaller and 
have one teacher and one assist¬ 
ant in class at all times. A 
gpeeeh pathologist circulates 
through the Wing during the 
week to help with the classes. 

Academics is not all that the 
Wing does. It has many other 
activities, such as instructed 
swimming, bowling and field 
trips. 

Students are grouped accord¬ 
ing to academic, social and self- 
help skills, as well as chrono¬ 
logical age. 

Most of the 73 children cur¬ 
rently in the Wing will be in 
the program at least one year. 
If there are doubts about whether 
a student belongs in the Wing, 
a 60-day trial will be given. Af¬ 
ter the trial time is up, the child 
will either be kept on or will 
be returned to the regular school. 
All students who belong in the 
Wing will stay until they are 


ready for the regular school set¬ 
ting. 

Jessie M. Kane, who has been 
the Wing coordinator for six 
years, received her Master’s de¬ 
gree in Special Education from 
George Washington University. 
She has been actively involved 
in special education for 20 years. 
Both Kane and Springhill Lake 
principal Stanley J. Klein feel 
the Wing is functunirg very well. 
The Wing, Klein said, had receiv¬ 
ed “very high approval” from 
parents and teachers alike.

Dr. Frank Pisciotta, Gastroenterologist 

Listening To Your Body's Language 



I f you think the way com¬ 
puters work is complicat¬ 
ed, think for a minute about 
your own body. Everything 
we do—from taking a step to 
reading a page to processing 
food—requires enormous co¬ 
ordination of systems within. 
When something is going 
wrong, the body often sends 
out signals to warn us. 

These signals are com¬ 
monly known as symptoms, 
and are the body's way of 
telling us that something 
needs attention. 

Dr. Frank Pisciotta, an 
area gastroenterologist, 
states, ‘Two common signs of 
a digestive system in trouble 
are diarrhea and constipa¬ 
tion, Others include painful 
swallowing, heartburn, nau¬ 
sea, cramping, unexplained 
weight loss, discoloration of 
tissue or the presence of 
blood in the stool." 

Dr. Pisciotta says that 
for some 20 million Ameri¬ 
cans. minor digestive upsets 
are a daily problem. Accord¬ 
ing to the National Institutes 
of Health figures, another 20 
million are chronically ill 
with serious gastrointestinal 
disorders. 

He states, "Almost every¬ 


one suffers from occasional 
bouts of heartburn. Chang¬ 
ing eating habits may help 
dramatically, however, if 
within a week's time self-care 
measures don't help, it's time 
to seek medical advice. The 
acids caused by heartburn 
can actually erode the esoph¬ 
agus and cause painful ul¬ 
cers. Your doctor can likely 
prescribe something to pre¬ 
vent it.” 

Common sense, he says. 


is the key. Many people wait 
too long for the symptoms to 
disappear on their own. By 
the time they seek medical 
advice, the problem has ad¬ 
vanced to a more complicat¬ 
ed stage. 

Most digestive diseases 
are highly treatable in their 
early stages, includes malig¬ 
nancies. Early tumors can 
usually be effectively re¬ 
moved with little or no dis¬ 
comfort by a simple in-office 


procedure called endoscopy. 
Dr. Pisciotta has offices that 
include endoscopy facilities, 
as well as on-site lab, and X- 
ray, so there is no undue dis¬ 
ruption of the patient's daily 
routine. Should there be a 
need, he has hospital privi¬ 
leges at many of the areas 
finest facilities. 

He says, "We often see 
patients who have suffered 
for weeks or months before 
they come in, thinking that 
the problem would go away. 
Our staff understands the 
importance of early treat¬ 
ment, so when someone 
calls, we accommodate them 
right away. A thorough eval¬ 
uation and program of treat¬ 
ment, if needed, begins im¬ 
mediately." 

Dr, Pisciotta, who is a 
graduate of the Universities 
of Maryland and Texas Medi¬ 
cal School, trained at insti¬ 
tutes including Hahnemann 
Medical Center and Hospital 
in Philadelphia; M.D. Ander¬ 
son Hospital and Tumor In¬ 
stitute in Houston; St Mary's 
Hospital at the University of 
Rochester in New York and 
Washington Hospital Center 
in Washington, D.C, He pre¬ 
scribes preventive measures 


as ways in which to avoid 
having trouble. 

"Eat slowly," he advises, 
"and as your mother always 
told you, chew your food 
well. Have plenty of high- 
fiber food in your diet, drink 
alcohol only in moderation, 
don't smoke cigarettes, and 
be aware of any changes in 
your body's normal patterns. 
If you have doubts concern¬ 
ing the seriousness of a con¬ 
dition, see a doctor. Ignoring 
symptoms for long periods of 
time can wind up being very 
costly in terms of your 
health. When your body 
talks, listen."
